your everlaſting Peace, therefore follow ye himin all his Requirings in your 
own Particulars, thItſo you may have right to the Tree of Life, which is 
in the midſt of tho-Garder of God, and may enter in through the Gates into 
theCity of our God,out of all the outward Obſervations,as,Lo here i Chriſt, 
or Lo there; for the Kingdom of God cometh not in outward Obſervati- 
ons, but is felt and known and enjoyed within ; therefore all gather in 
from that that would draw out the Mind from God to obſerve Days or 
Times, or Months or Years, concerning any Matter or Buſineſs, but as you 
are inwardly drawn or required by the Truth in your own Particulars, that 
ſo you may be truely furniſhed with it, and enabled by it to at for God,and 
truely to do his Will in all things,who 1s worthy to be obeyed and obſerved 
In all things, who is the Head of the Body, and Church of the Firſt-born,and 
over all ought to Rule and have the Preheminence, who is God bleſſed for 
evermore, Amen, 

Therefore Friends and Brethren, I beſeech you and warn you all in his 
Name and Fear, flight nor the Day of his Viſitation, which is the Light in 
your Conſciences, which Chriſt Jeſus hath enlightned you withal, which 
w1ll open your Underſtandings towards God, and let you 1ee his Mind and 
Will concerning you at all Times and Seaſons, for Times and Seaſous are 
11 his hand, and he changeth them as he pleaſeth, therefore keep you to 
the unlimited Truth and Spirit of God, that through it you may be truely 
ſeaſoned to att for God, then will you have Praiſe of him ; as you act for 
him, you will reach Gods Witnefs in all Conſciences, and be a terrour to 
Evil Doers, and a Praiſe to them that do well ; and therein well doing, God 
will own you, 2nd you ſhall be a Dread and a Terrour to all the Workers 
of Iniquity that dwell upon the Earth, and the Fear of you, and the Dread 
of you will fall upon all the Inhabitants of the Earth, to their great Amaze- 
ment and Aſtoniſhment for ever: for our God is getting himſelf a Name 
above every Name, and to Him ſhall every Knee bow, both of Things in 
Heaven, and Things 1n the Earth, and under the Earth, and all Tongues 
ſhall confeſs that he is Lord of all, and over all the Works of his Hands; 
ind muſt Rule and Reign for ever, and for evermore Amen. 

Theſe Things lay upon me from God, and in Obedience to Him I have 
done this, i giving it forth, for God is Jealous of his Honour, and will 
not give it to another : My Glory ( ſaith the Lord God ) will 7 not give un- 
er» another, but will put a hook into the Noſtrils of all that go from Him, and 
the Guidance of his Good Spiri! within them, into any Imaginations or ogy" 
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neſs what ſoever, whereby they are defiled, for Hi Fann is in his Hand, and He 
will throughly purge bis Flower, and gather his Wheat into lus Garner, and he 
will burn up the Chaff with Unquencheable Fire, Taerefore all fear him who 
1s able both to kill, and to caſt into Hell-Fire, where the Worm never dy- 
| eth, nor the Fire of Gods Indignation never 'goeth out, but remains for 
| ever upon the Minds of ſuch as diſobey the Truth, which 1s the Earneſt of 
their Everlaſting Miſery, that is their Portion for cyer: But unto all you that 
| have truly followed the Lamb in the Regeneration, and have waſhed your 
Robes, and have made them white in his Blood ; unto you I fay, who have 
kept your Garments clean, through the Inward Strength and Power you 
have received from him, keep your Habitations with him, and all walt to 
feel him lead you by the Rivers of Living Water, that you may be refreſh- 
ed therewith, and grow thereby from Strength to Strength, and from 
one Degree of Grace unto another. until yon all appear before Him in S:oz, 
the Perfection of Beauty ; for God is truly honouring of all them that truly 
honour Him, and have nothing in their Eyes but the Exaltation of his King= 
domand Glory, and as it was declared in Times paſt, They that honow me, 
will I honour: but they that diſ-eſteem Me, ſhall be lightly efteemed. Therefore it 
behoves all to ſearch their Hearts and try their Reins with the light of the 
Lord God, for he is ſearching Jeruſalem with Candles,and bringing to Light 
the hidden things of Eſa; for nothing can be acted ever (o ſecretly, but ir is 
known to the Lord altogether, for his Eye gocth through the whole Earth, 
and he pondereth the Hearts and Intents of the Sons of Men, for he weigh- 
eth the Earth as in Scales, and meaſureth the Hcavens as with a Spar, and 
rendreth to every Man aReward according to their Works : Therefore al! 
fear Him that hath ſet Bounds to the Sea by a perpetual Decree, Hitherro 
ſhalt thou go, and no farther. Although the proud Waves thereof roar, and 
the Billows ſwell, yet they cannot pals over, for the Determination of the 
Lord God will ſtand for ever, and he will ſet his King upon his Holy Hill of 
Sion, which 1s :he City of our Solemnity, into which he 1s gathering Þis 
People from off all the barren Mountains and defolate Hills of lmaginations 
( wherein they have been aCting for Him) to the true Knowledge of his 
Good Spirit, to Lead them and Gnide them into the way of Life, & Peace 
and Salyation, where Salvation is known for Walls and Bullwarls, into 
which the rizhteous Nation is entring;Glory,Glory,Gloryto God onHigh, 
here Peace on Earth is truly known, and good Will towards all Men ; yea, | 
the good Will of God, that deſireth not the Death of a Sinner, but racher | 
that all ſhould repent and live, For as I Live ( faith the Lord God ) 1 ac 
tight not in the Death of him that dies, but rather there is more Foy in Heaven 
when one Sinner repenteth, than of the ninety nine tat went not aftray from the 
Fold of Reſt, where the Lambs lye down together. | heretore Frienvs, be vm 
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21l pitiful and tender-hearted one towards another,that you may ſhew forth 
the Vertues of him that hath called you out of Darkneſs into his marvellous 
Light, that to the brightneſs of your riſing, many may be gathered in this 
the Day of Gods everlaſting Love and Kindneſs to the Sons and Daughters 
of Men, wherein he is redeeming a Remnant from under the Bondage of 
Corruption, and bringing them into the glorious Liberty of the Sons of 
God.,where they come to witneſs Him to be their King, Lord, and Laws- 
giver, from whom they receive their Command, and here he comes to 
Reign, whoſe Right it is to Rule all Nations as with a Rod of Iron, and to 
break them to pieces as a Potters Veſlel, and happy are all you that by this, 
in your own Particulars, are broken into Tenderneſs before him, and bow- 
ed down out of all ſelf Exaltation, or Lording over Gods Heritage, but are 
good Examples to the-Flock, that when the chief Shepherd doth appear,you 
may appear with Him in Glory, that the Crown Immortal you all may 
wear, and that Kingdom you all may inherit, that never fades away, and 
with the Redeemed, may truly return to S702 with Songs, and everlaſting 
Joy upon your Heads: here Sorrow and Mourning fleeth away, which was in 
the Night, when we were in Darknelſs,and in the Land of the Region of the 
Shadow of Death, unto us hath the Light ſhined, therefore while you have 
the Light, believe in ir, that you may be the Children of it, That your 
Light may ſo ſhine before Men, that they ſeeing your good Works, may glorifie 
your Father which is in Heaven, And in this God Almighty keep you all 
in Faithfulneſs to himſelf for evermore, Amer. 

And Dear Friends and Brethren, this 1s to put you in Mind how gracious

ſteps of the Flock of his Companions, out of all Tranſgrefſion and Rebel- 
lion againſt Him 11 their own Particulars, to run the Race with Patience, 
that is ſet before them, that ſo Victory and Dominjon in the Truth all 
may enoy and partake of, to the judging down of all that is contrary to 
God in every Veſſel that {ov the Sanctuary and Temple may be throughly 
Cleanſed, Purged, and Parified, 2nd made a fi: Habitation for God to dwell 
1n through the Spirit.

for the Lord that viſited th» Children of Men, did it to 
turn them to Himſelf, in order to deliver them from the 
Bondag? of Corruption, that they might ferve him in New= 
neſs of Lite all the Days of their Appointed Time here on 
Earth, Therefore It this be a Warning unto all them to 
: whome 
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whom this may come, that the Lord will not be mocked, but 
Tuch"as every one fow, fuch ſhall they reap, they that ſow 
to the Fleſh, or Orders of other Mens Preſcribing, jhall 
reap a Crop of Corruption : but they that jo to the Spi- 
it of the Lord, and are following its DireCtions, ſhall ob- 
tain that Life that is Everlaſting.
